The Warren consolidated school opened for the1952- 
1953 school year on September 3d, with an enrollment 
of 94 pupils including seven non-resident pupils from 
Benton. The 24 secondary school pupils attending high 
schools registered as follows: 3 at Orford, 3 at Woods- 
ville and 18 at Plymouth. There being only four stu- 
dents graduating from Grade XII in June 1953, while 
15 will graduate from Grade VIII, the secondary en- 
rollment will be increased by approximately ten, 
thereby increasing tuition costs about three thousand 
dollars, partly due to number of pupils, and partly to 
increased tuitioti rates. 


One change occurred in the teaching staff this year. 
Mrs. Marian Clarkson of Whitefield replaced Mrs. Rita 
Blaney Guarino. Mrs. Clarkson is a graduate of Keene 
Teachers College, has had several years of teaching 
experience, supplemented by extensive travel in the 
west and in South America. 


The Warren school continues to function efficiently 
under the leadersip of Principal Ahern and his able 
and conscientious assistants, Mrs. Pike, grades I andII, 
Mrs. Evans, grades IiIl and IV, and Mrs. Clarkson, 
grades V and Vi. 


The physical plant is in excellent condition, due to 
a long-range plan of the school board. A few more 
movable seats and desks were purchased, making com- 
plete the furniture for the two upper rooms. Only 
when one visits the classes in session can one realize 
the value of having such flexible units with which the 
pupil and teacher can work. 
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Expressing appreciation for the contribution to the 
school system by interested individuals or groups in 
the community is always a pleasure. The conscientious 
efforts of the individual members of the school board, 
the continued support of the P.T.A. in sponsoring the 
lunch program and playground equipment, as well as 
the interested efforts of others in the community, are 
greatly appreciated by me. 


W. E. Givens, Executive Secretary of the N.E.A., 
has stated that “the educational programs of our 
schools have developed in response to the needs of the 
individuals and the communities they serve.” 


Our early schools were largely influenced by a con- 
cept that education was memorization. A person may 
be well stuffed with information and still be very 
poorly educated. Education for tomorrow includes 
thinking as well as knowing.
